‘of Education, more Victorian primary and secondary students

This year we ware privileged to witness Olympic Football 
being played at the MCG, with just over 330,000 spectators 
accending this magnificent event and a toral of 93,000 ar the 
‘opening game. You may not be aware, but the Federation 
made a significant contribution to the success of the overall 
tournament here in Melbourne. The feedback from FIFA and 
SOCOG was most praiseworthy and | have not doubt that 
this experience will provide an excellent springboard for 
future major soccer events in Melbourne.

Operations Manager, the VSF staff and all of the volunteers 
contributed to the undoubted success of the tournament 
here in Melbourne, which once again clearly demonstrated 
‘our position as the premier soccer state within Australia, 


Season 2000 as a Whole has been most positive and 
productive, and we have continued to build on the sound base 
that has evolved since December 1996. We have continued to 
make changes to the structure of the game and this season 
the State League competition was regionalised. After much 
debate within the Commission itself,along with valuable input 
from you the clubs and the State League Committee, second 
and third divisions were split into’ geographic regions, being 
the south east and north west, and this concept has been 
extremely well received. The play off matches for the two 
runners up and the third borcom team in division one were 
very well atcended and the high standard of soccer was 
‘evident to'ail those in attendance. The State League Cup was 
reintroduced and will again take place next season, 
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‘Our State League was once again sponsored by Crazy John's 
Mobileworld Communications and for this we thank them 
and their Chief Executive Officer, John tthan. 


The Eat Well Live Well Premier League season culminated in 
Green Gully winning back to back Premierships. Our Premier 
League again proved to be a very highly competitive and 
quality league and it was pleasing to note that the 
championship was not decided until the second last round 
and at the same time there were five teams fighting to avoid 
relegation. It is a pity that our good colleagues at Soccer 
‘Australia don’t realise that for a league to have passion and 
purpose where all rounds matter, that promotion and 
relegation is a vital and necessary ingredient. Its been said 
before and I'm sure that at some stage the ‘penny’ will drop 
that the introduction of a promotion and relegation system 
into the National Soccer League is imperative. A second 
division with a salary cap and ground rationalisation will work, 
am sure that our immediate past Chairman will continue to 
attempt to enlighten others whose support is necessary for 
this concept to be implemented, 


In this coming year a salary cap will be introduced for the 
Premier League and State League Division One. Each club will 
be required to observe a limit of ‘total player payments’, with 
limits set and clubs advised accordingly. | am also well aware 
that we may need to revisit the process of monitoring this 
policy. A final five series in the Premier League has also been 
reintroduced after consultation with the relevant clubs, 


“The year ahead offers an opportunity for the Victorian Soccer 
Federation to capitalise on the potential for the Internet to 
become a powerful and effective vehicle for communication 
and marketing of our sport. Enhancement of our website, 
with the support of an Internet partner, will allow the 
Victorian Soccer Federation to improve our internal 
communication to all stakeholders and reach new markets. 
The Victorian Soccer Federation is committed to assisting 
clubs and associations develop effective websites, as part of an 
integrated network. 


Planning has also been completed to provide the basis for the 
development of new software, incorporating database 
applications, to improve our service and cost effectiveness in 
internal office operations. 


With an ever increasing focus to protect our members, the 
\VSF continues to be proactive by reviewing and introducing 
guidelines and regulations. The introduction of the Racial and 
Religious Vilfcation Code highlights the VSF's commitment to 
fair play and equity. 


The Commission once again achicved a budget surplus and 
we now have reserves of some $250,000. It is our intention 
to maintain the current fee structure and club fees have not 
been increased for 2001. 
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Our junior development programs continue to expand, not 
aly in metropolitan Melbourne, but throughout the whole of 
she sate. The Victorian primary school teams for boys and 
‘gels, Goalkick and Centres of Excellence have all contributed 
co the healthy growth of junior soccer, Today, 88% of all 
government schools participate in our state school 
championship series,

Iz was mentioned in last years Chairman's report that the 
izsue of referees needed to be addressed. | am pleased to 
advise that with the unequivocal support of Soccer Referees 
Viezoria that a Referees Commission was established during 
the year to manage the provision of refereeing services to all 
‘VSF competitions. The Referees Commission is chaired by 
Trevor Parry (VSF Commissioner) and comprises three 
representatives from the VSF and three representatives from 
Soccer RefereesVictoria. To date this body has spent most of 
iz time reviewing how refereeing services are currently 
provided, recruiting, training, appointments, ongoing 
development and inspection. We are now at the stage where 
changes are going to be made and a serious recruiting 
‘campaign has already commenced as refereeing resources are 
in critically short supply. 
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(Our Federation is clearly focused on continuing to improve all 
aspects of our sport and is determined to work for all clubs in 
this regard. We, unlike other Federations, do not hold shares 
land interests in National League Teams. As Chairman and 
Commissioners, we do not hold positions nor shares in clubs 
within our own Federation, ie. we do not wear two or three 
different hats. 


Ic has been a privilege and ! am proud to be your Chairman, 1 
look forward to the continued growth and popularity of our 
sport and at the same time your support has been very much 
appreciated. To our sponsors, and in particular VicHealth, 
Diabetes Australia-Victoria, Crazy John’s Mobileworld 
Communications, Covo Sports and Sport and Recreation 
Victoria, who have all contributed to the continued success of 
cour Federation Thank You.

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2000 has been a year of significant 
ment for Victorian soccer, 
‘with huge growth in our game at all 
levels. 


Highlighted by che showcasing of our 
sport at the MCG over the seven 
rights of ‘Olympic Games Football, 
rmany initiatives have set the scene for 
a period of continued growch in the 
popularity of soccer in Victoria, 


Junior participation increased significantly in our clubs, 
Goalkick program and in the schools. During the period 
between 1997 and 2000 we have experienced a 29% increase 
in junior players and for the first time, there are now more 
primary school soccer teams in metropolitan Melbourne, 
than for Australian Rules. 


Derailed research conducted by the School Sport Unit of 
Education Vietoria has highlighted the huge participation at 
primary and secondary school level, Over 54,000 boys and 
girls now actively participate in soccer programs at club and 
school level inVictoria. The VSF's Teacher Education program, 
“PASS’, Goalkick expansion and strengthened links to schoo! 
soccer will continue to support further growth in junior 
participation, 


‘The VSF's Coach Education program, including courses and 
seminars, has been expanded and remains a priority to assist 
those actively involved at all levels of our sport. 


‘The organisation of Crazy John’s Superclinic at the MCG and 
our role as Clinic Co-ordinators at the International Soccer 
Expo played an important part in introducing thousands of 
boys and girls to our sport. 


‘The growth in participation levels for junior girls and women 
has also been very pleasing. The introduction of Centres of 
Excellence and the establishment of an Intensive training 
centre program linked to our participation in the National 
Women's League, are significant initiatives to support the 
women’s game. 


‘Our Junior State Teams program was expanded this year with 
the introduction of country teams, which was a major 
breakthrough for our junior country players. The quality of 
Victorian players who gained selection for our national teams, 
is a credit to their commitment and the dedication of 
‘coaching and support staff, Our men’s Olympic team squad of 
eighteen included ten Victorians, which was a remarkable 
outcome for our Victorian players, 
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The Local Government and Soccer Resource Study, which 
was initiated by the VSF was completed in 2000. This study 
brought together State Government, Local Councils, the 
Victorian Soccer Federation and the Amaccur Soccer 
Federation of Victoria, to look at facility issues to support our 
future growth, 


‘The VSF reviewed and changed facility guidelines for clubs, 
recognising a number of key issues of Councils, particularly 
relating to fencing. Ongoing dialogue with Local and State 
Government and the establishment of a Facilities Committee 
will help us to improve the number and quality of soccer 
facilities. 


‘The VSF introduced a Racial and Religious Vilfcation Code 
and conducted education sessions with all clubs,as part of the 
Federal Government’ ‘Living in Harmony’ initiative, Soccer's 
project, which was a joint initiative of the VSF and the 
Australian Professional Footballers’ Association, also includes 
a Racial and Religious Vilification Code in the National Soccer 
League. The adoption of a grass roots code by the VSF is a 
first for any sport in Australia and a valuable example of the 
role that sport should play in our community. The VSF code 
‘was supported by the Equal Opportunity Commission of 
Victoria, State Government and Soccer Australia, 


‘The VSF's strategic planning process and the development of 
plan for 2001 to 2003, has included the distribution of a 
market research questionnaire to stakeholders in our game, 
(Our current strategic plan for the period 1997 to 2000, which 
was developed following a similar research and consultation 
process, has been the platform for our activity in this period 
of significant growth. We look forward to creating an exciting 
future in establishing a new plan for our sport, that will offer 
‘everyone involved, the value and enjoyment they are secking 
from their participation in soccer, 


‘As Competition Manager for Victoria's Olympic Games 
involvement at the MCG, the Vietorian Soccer Federation, 
through our staff and volunteers played a key role in the 
success of the 12 matches, which also involved the 
co-ordination of 101 training sessions for the 16 men's and 
‘women's teams that played in Melbourne. The impact of the 
Olympic Games Football experience on over 330,000 
spectators, many of whom were newcomers to our sport, will 
be felt for many years.1 would like to acknowledge and thank 
all involved for their commitment, dedication and expertise, 
‘The Olympic Games highlighted the capacity of volunteers to 
make a difference. The contribution at the grass roots of 
soccer of the willing volunteers who freely offer their time in 
‘our club and Goalkick networks, is a powerful asset. 
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‘The VSF continued to support The Smith Family and became 
‘she first member of the Guardian Club established to support 
‘The Smith Familys ‘Learning for Life’ program, ‘Learning for 
LSS provides assistance for disadvantaged families with 
education expenses and individual support, allowing their 
halren to continue in education. 


We also lent our support to valuable community 
‘sxganisations, including the Royal Children’s and Austin 
espicals and with the help of National Soccer League players. 
conducted a number of hospital visits. 


The VSF was represented on the committee responsible for 
Se organisation of the Tynan Eyre Cup, which raised a 
Senifcant amount for the Victoria Police Blue Ribbon 
Foundation. We also assisted with the Laurie Schwab 
Memorial game, to perpetuate the memory of Laurie Schwab 
zd provide funds to assist with the careers of young 
jearnalists and soccer players,

Thank you to all those contributing to the administration of 
our game in a voluntary capacity. Our League Committees, 
Disciplinary Committees, club officials, state team coaches 
and officials and affiliate boards played a significant role in 
soccer's development in 2000, 


‘Thank you to our match officials and appoinement officers, 
Who continue to work hard to service the demand for our 
game, The establishment of a Referees Commission has been 
an important step in adding support to the critical task of 
referee recruitment, training and retention, 


The year 2000 provided a challenge to all VSF staff, with a 
huge increase in the number of participants and teams, during

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Critical to the success of the VSF is to ensure we identify and 
service the needs of the soccer community through quality 
levels of administration, quality customer service, ongoing 
financial security and innovative programs. 


The VSF has set a high standard in tackling priorities and 
providing leadership to the soccer community, This 
‘commitment has been evident throughout the year with staff 
focusing on flexibility, accessibility and customer service. 
There are plans to further develop management standards, 
policies and resources that are accessible at club level. 


“The introduction of the GST was an enormous challenge for 
the VSF. The Federation's accounting software was modified in 
‘order to implement valid and reliable systems; internal 
reporting mechanisms were enhanced, bulletins developed 
and key staff members attended a series of workshops and 
seminars in order to ensure compliance with the 
government's tax reform initiatives. 


‘Once again information technology, management information 
systems and the Internet were key priorities for the 
Federation with the superhighway creating many 
opportunities for an organisation the size of the VSF. The 
Federation has identified a need to upgrade current 
registration software, telephone hardware and other 
applications to enable integration with modern systems and 
functions, The aim is to complement Internet and email 
‘enhancements, streamline administration and ensure furure 
development and commercial opportunities can be capitalised 
fon. The challenge is to harness tools that are productive, 
costeeffective and user friendly in an environment where 
technology is constantly advancing. 


Communication methods were also reviewed to ensure a 
more timely and accurate exchange of information and 
advice, Electronic communication was improved and 
continues to be a focus for further expansion and delivery of 
services, thereby strengthening our relationships within the 
soccer community and helping to identify and interpret issues 
that impact on the industry as a whole, 


The VSF's focus on risk management, insurance standards, 
business structures. and club operations identified many 
variances in management practices within clubs. This 
highlights the need for the VSF to continue to focus on 
governance, structures and procésses of clubs in order to 
help them to develop benchmarks and appropriate standards 
of operation. 
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With this as a precursor, the Federation will be aiming to 
acquire ‘Active Australia’ Provider status in the new year. This 
is a Federal Government initiative, which sets National Sport 
and Recreation Standards focusing on quality assurance and 
service delivery. 


Like many sporting organisations, the VSF relies heavily on the 
dedication and commitment of volunteers, The VSF was one 
of six sport and recreation organisations selected by Sport 
and Recreation Victoria to be part of a pilot program which 
developed Volunteer Management Plans, The plan will form 
the foundation for development of strategies, programs and 
priorities targeted at recruitment, retention and recognition 
of volunteers. 


‘The commitment of the competition team to standardise and 
improve services was instrumental in the successful staging of 
all VSF competitions, The Coaching and Development 
department continues to develop soccer with a passion, drive 
and vision that is a credit co all involved, The uncapped giant 
that is marketing and events promises to explode as the 
foundation laid in 2000 comes to fruition, The dedication of 
‘the operations and administrative team was evident in the 
achievement of high quality outcomes and the delivery of 
timely and reliable service levels.

As the Treasurer and on behalf of 
‘the Commission, | have the pleasure 
in presenting the financial 
statements of the Vietorian Soccer 
Federation for the year ending 31 
October 2000. 


The year 2000 brought us back the 
‘Olympics and Victoria was fortunate 
to be host to the Olympic Soccer, 
up to the semi final stage. The Victorian Soccer Federation 
‘was heavily involved in running and managing the tournament. 


The trading activities for the 2000 year have resulted in an 
operating. profit of $33,328, with prior season adjustments 
resulting in a further $1,076 profit. Qur involvement with the 
Olympic Games has resulted in an extraordinary profit of 
$86,462, giving us an overall profit for the year of $120,866. 
(Our retained earnings to date have now gone to $250,116. 


The last quarter of our financial year has secn the 
introduction of the GST. Whilst it has been more of a burden 
than a financial strain, am sure that the full impact will be felt 
in the next financial year, Given the financial windfall we have 
had as a resule of the Olymple Games, one cannot stress the 
importance of the outcome, as we are currently operating 
‘with totally outdated sofeware, We have to be fairly careful in 
selecting the appropriate software and hardware given the 
point of time and the way the IT industry is travelling and in 
particular the speed it is travelling at, The next twelve months 
will be fairly critical in the way we market and deliver our 
products, through the electronic media and in particular, the 
Internet. 


‘Our commitment to promoting and developing the game in 
Victoria is once again reflected in our spending on coaching 
and development, for both boys and girls. We now have just as 
many programs for girls as we have for boys. 
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The year 2001 will certainly be a very difficult year, as the full 
impact of the GST would have set in and both the spectators 
and clubs would no doubt feel the full effects. As a precaution,

1. STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
The significant policies which have been adopted in the preparation of this financial report are: 


BASIS OF PREPARATION 


The financial report is a general purpose financial report that has been drawn up in accordance with Account 
Standards, other authoritative pronouncements of the Australian Accounting Standards Board, Urgent Issues 
Group Consensus Views and the Associations Incorporations Act. 


The financial report has been prepared on an accruals basis and is based on historical costs and does not take 
into account changing money values or, except where stated, current valuations of non-current assets, Cost is 
based on the fair values of the consideration received in exchange for assets, The accounting policies have been 
consistently applied. 


‘The carrying amounts of all non-current assets are reviewed at least annually to determine whether they are in’ 
excess of their recoverable amount. If the carrying amount of a non-current asset exceeds the recoverable 
amount, the asset is written down to the lower value. In assessing recoverable amounts the relevant cash flows 
have not been discounted to their present value. 


INVENTORIES 


Inventories are carried at the lower of cost and net realisable value. 


Cost is based on the first-in first-out principle and includes expenditure incurred in acquiring the inventories an 
bringing them to their existing condition and location. 


LEASED PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 


Leases are classified as operating leases where the lessor retains substantially all of the risks and benefits of 
‘ownership. Minimum lease payments are charged against profits over the accounting periods covered by the 
lease terms except where an alternative basis would be more representative of the pattern of benefits to be 
derived from the leased property. 


LAND & BUILDINGS 


In accordance with the Trust Deed dated 24 February 1997 (the “Building Trust") between Messers Weinstein, 
Heath, Sutherland, Di Fabrizio and Cilauro (the “Trustees”) and the Victorian Soccer Federation Incorporated 
(the VSF), the Trustees have agreed to hold the frechold land and buildings on behalf of the VSF so that it can
